Homes destroyed 
by ‘intense’ 
Leduc blaze 


O Damage pegged at $1.6M to $2M by city officials in massive 
fire that affected six homes O Cause not known, but RCMP 
calling the Suntree subdivision inferno ‘suspicious’ 
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WILLIAMSON 
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RCMP are investigating after a 
devastating fire ripped through 
a sleepy Leduc street just after 2 
a.m. yesterday, reducing four 
homes to ash and severely dam¬ 
aging two more. 

It was an emotional return 
from the lake for Greg Stephen¬ 
son yesterday afternoon after get¬ 
ting a phone call about the fire. 

“Fm assuming my top floor is 
gone,” said Stephenson. “And 
obviously my neighbours’ (home) 
is gone,” Stephenson said, adding 
his daughters were pretty shaken 
at the sight of the ruins. 

“1 have two young girls that 
start school in two weeks,” he 


said. “They can grasp the damage 
by looking at it, but they don’t 
really understand.” 

The affected and adjacent 
homes in the Suntree neigh¬ 
bourhood were evacuated as 
about 35 firefighters battled the 
early-morning inferno. 

Crews were sifting through the 
rubble, investigating and putting 
out hotspots, yesterday. 

“It was a bit of a mess for first 
crews,” said City of Leduc Fire 
Department Capt. Dale Wilson. 
“We got the call around 2:09 and 
when original trucks arrived, 
three homes were fully involved.” 

Const. Krysteen Fitzgerald of 
Leduc RCMP said the fire is being 
treated as suspicious because 
there was no “obvious” cause. 

Witnesses and residents are 



being interviewed as the cause is 
investigated. 

“We evacuated a bunch of res¬ 
idents, so there are a lot of peo¬ 
ple to talk to,” she said, adding 
RCMP victim services also 
stepped in to help those displaced 
by the fire. 

No injuries were reported in 
the blaze.

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Gadhafi forces finally collapse 


O After six months of deadlock, 
rebels advanced more than 
20 miles to Tripoli O Attacks 
launched with NATO 


Libyan rebels raced into 
Tripoli in a lightning ad¬ 
vance yesterday that met lit¬ 
tle resistance as Moammar 
Gadhafi’s defenders melted 
away and his 42-year rule 
appeared to rapidly crum¬ 
ble. The fighters celebrated 
with Tripoli residents. 

Opposition fighters cap¬ 
tured Gadhafi’s son and 
one-time heir apparent, Seif 
al-Islam. The prosecutor at 
the International Criminal 
Court in the Netherlands 
said he would contact the 
rebels to discuss his han¬ 
dover for trial on charges of 


crimes against humanity. 

The rebels easily ad¬ 
vanced from the west, took 
town after town, over¬ 
whelmed a major mihtaiy 
base, then swept into the 
capital in a stunning turn¬ 
ing of the tide. 

The fighters and support¬ 
ive residents flooded Green 
Square, shooting in the air 
in celebration, clapping and 
waving the rebels’ tri-colour 
flag. Some set fire to the 
green flag of Gadhafi’s 
regime and shot holes in a 
poster with his image.

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Police arrest dozens of 
pipeline protesters 

O Activists say pipeline is disaster waiting to happen 
O Others hope to reduce reliance on Middle East for oil 


A Canadian woman was 
among as many as 50 en¬ 
vironmental activists 
handcuffed and taken to 
jail yesterday on the sec¬ 
ond day of peaceful White 
House protests against 
TransCanada’s controver¬ 
sial Keystone XL pipeline. 

Dozens were already 
arrested outside the 
White House on Saturday, 
the opening day of a two- 
week civil-disobedience 
campaign. 

They’re expected to be 
released tonight. 

By noon yesterday, po¬ 
lice began arresting more 
demonstrators, including 
Patricia Warwick, 68, of 
Toronto and a 65-year-old 
woman from Massachu¬ 
setts, who was celebrating 
her birthday. 

The activists are facing 
charges of failing to obey 
an order governing 
protests on the sidewalk, 
said an official with the 
U.S. Park Police. 

Officials for Tars Sands 
Action, the group that has 


organized the two-week 
campaign, say police orig¬ 
inally assured them pro¬ 
testers would be released 
after being warned. In¬ 
stead, they have been 
charged and held in jail 
for two nights. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama will decide by the 
end of the year whether 
to allow Calgary-based 
TransCanada to build the 
controversial, $7 billion 
US pipeline. 

It would transport mil¬ 
lions of barrels of Alberta 
oilsands crude a week 
through the U.S. heart¬ 
land and to Gulf Coast re¬ 
fineries. 


Opponents say Key¬ 
stone is a dangerous 
proposition, pointing to a 
number of recent spills 
along pipelines, and op¬ 
pose Alberta’s oilsands 
due to their high green¬ 
house gas emissions. 

Advocates say the 
pipeline will create thou¬ 
sands of U.S. jobs.

Biden also made the case 


for continued U.S. econom¬ 
ic vitality despite current 
budget woes and sought to 
reassure China’s leaders 
and ordinary citizens about 
the safety of their assets in 
the U.S. following the 
downgrading of America’s 
credit rating. 

“You’re safe,” Biden told 
students following a speech 


at Sichuan University in the 
city of Chengdu. 

An official Xinhua News 
Agency commentary on 
Biden’s visit said that China 
would be looking for ac¬ 
tions rather than words to 
restore confidence in the 
economy by gradually re¬ 
ducing the deficit and cut¬ 
ting debt.

1 don’t think anyone 
would argue that Edmon¬ 
ton is a particularly excit¬ 
ing place to live when 
compared to other larger 
urban centres. That’s not 
to say that we aren’t an in¬ 
teresting city, because we 
are. But we could be a lot 
more interesting. 

It would be nice to 
think that if we changed 
our civic leaders more ex¬ 
citement would be the re¬ 
sult. 

But 1 don’t think that’s 
the case. 

It has often been said 
that we get the leaders we 
deserve. 1 agree with that 
sentiment. 1 think our city 
doesn’t glow with 
imagination, innovation 
and fun, because the ma¬ 
jority of Edmontonians really haven’t accepted that 
that’s what we want Edmonton to be. The comments 
about the new museum are a case in point. 

The first thing people seem to want to do is to com¬ 
plain that such developments are a waste of taxpayers’ 
money. Many people compare it to financing a down¬ 
town arena as if that were an apples-to-apples compar¬ 
ison. 

Others think that we don’t need a museum in the 
downtown. They are wrong. We do need it and a lot 
more things as well. Museums, art galleries, theatres 
and zoos are some of the things people use to 
determine if they want to live in a city. They rank 
right up there with good transit, safe communities 
and excellent schools. 

No one who ever visited a major museum as a kid 
would argue that a museum isn’t important to the ed¬ 
ucation of our children and our civic quality of life. 
However, in Edmonton, we seem to want to think 
small. Sadly, it is an objective that is all too easy to 
achieve.

Guillermo del Toro may be 
the world’s cuddliest 
booge 3 man.

O Vincent-Lapointe defends title 
over 200 metres O Three golds for 
Canada at world championships 


Canada’s Laurence Vin¬ 
cent-Lapointe beat a strong 
field to win the women’s 
C-1 200 metres yesterday, 
claiming her second gold 
medal at the world canoe 
and kayak championships. 

The 19-year-old paddler 
from Trois-Rivieres, Que., 
crossed in 48.876 seconds 
to defend her world title in 
the non-Ol 5 mipic event. 
Maria Kazakova of Russia 
was second, while 
Staniliya Stamenova of 
Bulgaria won the bronze. 

“1 was caught off guard 
by the fast start by the 
field and that made me 
more nervous during the 
race,” Vincent-Lapointe 
said. “My arms were really 
burning up as 1 ap¬ 
proached the finish line. 
This was the strongest 
field I’d ever faced.” 

The Canadian’s victory 
came a day after she and 
Mallorie Nicholson of 
Oakville, Ont., took gold in 
the C-2 500-metre final. 

The win was Canada’s 
third at the world champi¬ 
onships. Adam van Koever- 
den of Oakville started 
things off with a victory in 
the men’s K-1 1,000 on Fri¬ 
day. 

Mark De Jonge of Hali¬ 
fax earned an Ol 3 mrpic 
quota spot for Canada with 
his sixth-place finish in the 
men’s K-1 200 metres. 

“It was a very satisfying 
race,” said De Jonge. “1 had 
known since May 1 was go¬ 
ing to race this event at 
worlds so it was a long 
build-up practising every 
day with the objective to 
get the Ol 3 mrpic spot for 
Canada. It was a good feel-
